over their 
specific application to a Little Five. 
The Little Five is to be composed of the 
foreign m inisters of the three m ajor powers and 
the m inisters of France and China. That will 
m ean Jam es F. Byrnes for the United States. 
Obviously, this council will act In accordance 
with principles agreed on at Potsdam , but its 
operation will relieve the heads of governm ents 
and of nations of the arduous duty entailed In 
settling the particular problems of peace-making. 
It m ay be expected that the council, which Is to 
begin its work In London Sept. I, will be in con 
tinuous session for many months. 
T his is a new technique in peace-making. It 
fit* Into the pattern of world security by co­ 
o perative action. If It doe* its w ork wisely and 
well, the United Nations organization, charged 
w ith 
responsibility 
for keeping peace

y ears to come, will have a w orkable and equit­ 
able peace to keep. lf it does Its work badly, the 
peace-keeping organization will wind up in futil­ 
ity.

ASHJNOTON — O ther than the

To take 
part In hearings on

In terest in it. and willingness to 
support It. is increased greatly by 
the socialist trium ph in the Brit­ 
ish election arid the effect which 
the unexpectedness of that news 
had on W ashington. 
F or the full em ploym ent bill Is 
urged as doing for American capi­ 
talism what socialism prom ises to 
do for Britain. Directly and frank­ 
ly, it is stated and agreed to. that 
unless America achieves full em ­ 
ployment for w orkers displaced in 
w ar Industries and for returning 
veterans, unless the American eco­ 
nomic system

m omentum. T he p resen t hearings 
on It are an Impressive rehearsal 
of what will take place when con­ 
gress returns in October. 
The bill itself Is simple, and un­ 
usually short, about three tim es the 
length of this article. It is based 
on three fundam ental 
principles: 
FIRST, that the federal govern­ 
m ent shall frame and adopt poli­ 
cies to bring about “the highest 
feasible levels of em ploym ent". 
SECOND, that this shall be done 
through the stim ulation of private 
business. Over and over It ll in­ 
sisted within the bill th at every­ 
thing done shall be for and through 
private 
business, 
not 
by 
direct 
governm ent operation of industry. 
THIRD, when it Is not possible 
for 
private 
business 
to 
achieve 
maximum employment, the govern­ 
m ent shall provide “such . . . fed­ 
eral investm ents and ex penditures’’ 
as 
may 
be 
necessary 
to assure 
maximum 
employment. 
Here again it is specified that 
the money thus laid out by the 


federal g o v e r n m e n t shall g o 
through 
the channels of private 
business. In the words of the bill, 
any program 
of the governm ent 
for 
public 
works 
"shall 
provide 
for the perm orm ance of the neces­ 
sary construction work by private 
concerns’’.
